But those of you who 
have tuken the trouble to inform 
themselves of the details of our 
system or indexation, know that it is 
a double-edged sword. 

Learning from our past .errors as 
well as our successes, we hope to in- 


fuse a new spirit of confidence and 
strength in our economy by 
proceeding on such new develop- 
ment projects us the 
Mediterranean- Dead Sea Canal, 
with which you arc not only familiar 
but have been profoundly involved 
since its inception.

‘A double 
blessing’

THE PURCHASE and sale of Israel 
Bonds, says President Yitzhak 
Navon, are a double blessing, 
“Bonds are both a means and an 

end.” ^ 

In the 30 years since David Ben* 
Gurion appealed to Diaspora Jewry 
to invest in the State of Israel by 
buying Bonds, the effort has built 
port facilities, roads, industrial com- 
plexes. railways and many other 
vital projects that might otherwise 
never have been built, or might 
have taken many more years to 
finance and complete. But, in addi- 
tion to boosting Israel’s develop- 
ment. adds the President, Bonds 
have filled a primary educational 
function among Jews abroad. 

“When people get together to 
hear about Bonds, there are 
detailed discussions of Israel’s 
problems and films about Isruel. 
Many people also make trips lo 
Israel to see the needs first-hand, 
nnd recount their experiences upon 
their return lo relatives and friends, 
thus creating reverberations among 
n much wider group." 

It is true, adds President Navon. 
that ail of the donations and Bonds 
sales together constitute only a 
small part - perhaps 5 per cent — ot 
the national budget. Bui even if 
they comprised a much smaller part 
of the country's resources. Navon 
1 wouldn’t think of abolishing the 
[ fund-raising efforts. "Bonds forge 
' strong personal and emotional ties 
5 between Diaspora Jewry and 
' Israel,’’ he asserts. Businessmen, 
j professionals and other Jews who 

* would have no contact with Israel 
are drawn lo it through Bonds. 

Even the piece of paper that sym- 
bolizes the Bonds purchase is im- 
portant, he adds, because it is a 
tangible reminder of the State of 
Israel and what remains to be done. ' 

THE PRESIDENT urges Israel 
Bonds leaders and buyers to re- 
double their efforts. “Those who 
purchase Bonds should try to in- 
crease Iheir efforts,” ho suggests, 
“and those who don’t should be 
reached and encouraged to do so.”

TEDDY KOLLKK knows the Israel 
Bond programme from its very in- 
ception. As one of Prime Minister 
David Bon-tiurion's closest aides, 
Kollek pluvcd a prime role in the 
September 1950 Prime Minister's 
Conference, during which the Bond 
programme was proposed. 

The idea of such a campaign had 
been floated earlier that year by 
Henry Momor. the executwe vice- 
chairman of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal. At first, il received a cool 
response. Kollek recalls: "We were 
warned against the Bond issue by 
professionals because such issues 
had been undertaken for Latin 
American countries in the U.S. and 
hud not given a big yield. So they 
thought it wasn't worthwhile to go 
into such an enterprise for what was 
thought to be so liiile return ” 

It took much eilort and persua- 
sion to get American Jewish leaders 
behind the idea but finally, in 
September 1950, Ben-Gurion in- 
vited leading American Jews to 
the King David Hotel in Jerusalem. 
Kollek and Montor were among the 
chief organizers and Ben-Gurion 
himself presided over the sessions 
— with the entire cabinet in atten- 
dance.' At the end of the - con- 
ference. the green light was given to 
go ahead with the programme. 

The - most important figure in 
launching the Bonds in the U.S. was 
Ben-Gurion himself. The prime

minister was not well-known 
beyond the borders of the state at 
this lime. But he was Israel's prime 
representative and the man best 
suited to kick off the campaign.

The main purpose of his trip was 
to kick off the Bond campaign and 
much depended on the chemistry 
between Ben-Gurion and the 
Jewish community. Says Kollek:

In an interview, Rothberg recal- 
led that Ben-Gurion was especially 
interested in whnl Herbert Lehman 
had to say ahoul Israel's new finan- 
cial venture.

In 
Washington, Ben-Gurion met Presi- 
dent Hurry Truman, the man whose 
support was instrumental in (he es- 
tablishment of the Jewish state. "It 
was a ceremonial meeting," recalls 
Kollek. "At the lime there were no 
problems — not of aid, not of arms, 
not of Arabs, nor of anything else. It 
was a kind of naive period before all 
these problems came to the fore." 
The two leaders talked about 
biblical prophecy, the historic 
justice in the creation of a Jewish 
state and the suffering of the Jews 
(taring the war. 

DURING HIS STAY, Ben-Gurion

Ashdod: modem port, ancient roots

ASHDOD'S MODERN HIS- 
TORY is relatively short. The 
umn was founded in 1956. and work 
on ihc modern pon started nearly 
20 vears ago. on November 21. 
1901 . 

But the town has a much longer 
hitters. It is mentioned in the Book 
of Joshua us a town or giants and it 
lutcr became one or the five major 
Philistine cities, and an important 
port on the Via Maris, the ancient 
seaside (rude route. 

The creation of the port played 
an important part in ihc growth of 
the cii> into one of the country's 
large industrial centres and perhaps 
the most successful of its new, or 
development towns. Located a Tew 
kilometres south of the Philistine 
Ashdod tel. the town had only 200 
residents in 1957. By 1961, two 
>ears after work started on the port, 
there were 10,000 people living in 
Ashdod. a number which had about 
doubled two years later when the 
port's first ship. the. Vingalqnd of 
Sucdish registry, sailed into the 
huh our and docked there. 

TODAY the port is protected by a 
main breakwater 2,200 metres in 
length and a smaller one 900 metres 
lung. Both were constructed or 
rocks and boulders brought from 
the Tira and Rinyamina q uarriers, 
protected by a belt of ■ four-legged 


self-interlocking concrete castings 
which diffuse the force of the 
waves. 

The port specializes in handling 
of phosphate and potash from the 
Dead Sea area. Arriving by rail 
from the east, the materials arc 
loaded in huge sheds and loaded 
into ships by an intricate system of 
conveyor bells and automatic 
equipment, which at the present 
stage is partly computerized. 

There's also a fully-automated 
container terminal. During the cur- 
rent year, more than 100.000 con- 
tainers are expected to pass through 
the facility, an increase or 10 per 
cent from Iasi year. 

WORKERS ul the Ashdod container 
terminal are well up to the Euro- 
pean freight- handling average of 
23.5 containers per hour, loading 
and unloading freight for import 
and export. 

The port, has over 430,000 square 
metres of floor space for storage, in- 
cluding 70,000 sq.m, in sheds for 
general cargo. There is also a 
special shed for the storage of 
chemicals and various commodities 
which cunnot be stored in closed 
warehouses or in unsheltered open 
area. These sheds were constructed 
to do uwuy with inside pillars or 
struts so (hat (he forklift; are able to 
move unobstructed.

BUT PERHAPS the most impor- 
tant change at Ashdod Pori is that 
today it has become a symbol of 
good labour relations. For people 
who do not remember the “wild" 
past of this port, may not unders- 
tand the meaning of such a state- 
ment. 

Even before the first ship entered 
the port of Ashdod in November 
1965 there were strikes, first among 
the workers who built the port, who 
sought jobs in the completed 
facility. 

From then on. Ashdod made 
headlines all the time— not for the 
cargoes it brought in or out of the 
country but as the “strikingest port” 
of Israel. During that period the 
head of the union of all workers 
- committees at the port, Yehoshua 
Peretz. was better known to the 
public than the port manager, the 
mayor of Ashdod and even many 
members of Knessets. 

But the bad image that Ashdod 
received meant that many importers 
and exporters used other ports, par- 
ticularly Haifa, which had more 
reliable image. . 

The lack of work at Ashdod 
meant much to the workers. Their 
basic pay is relatively small; they 
depend lurgely on premiums, which 
only come when work is plentiful. 
During this period, there were limes 
thul no ship visited the port. The 


Officers of the worldwide Israel Bond Organization 
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workers then called the port, “the 
swimming pool," and passed lime 
on the job by fishing. 

Ashdod's revolution in labour 
relations started five years ago with 
ihc appointment of Tat Aluf (res.) 
Hudar Kimchi as port manager. 
Kimchi convinced the workers that 
they must roll up their sleeves in an 
all-out effort to win back the con- 
fidence of the exporters and im- 
porters. 

The second revolution in labour 
relations at (he port started a year 
ago, and hasn’t ended. In August 
1980. Tat Aluf (res.) Yitzhak Davidi 
took over from Kimchi, who is now 
a senior official at the Israel Ports 
Authority. 

Ports all over the world, Davidi 
said, are in the midst of undergoing 
a technological revolution. The 
central problem at the ports is that 
the work is usually seasonal. For in- 
stance. in Israel (here is twice as 
much work in the winter than in the 
summer. 

"Another problem is the transi- 
tion to automation. To be a 
stevedore or port worker, you once 
needed a strong back and muscles. 
Today the workers are called more 
ond more to use their brains to cope 
with modern technologies and 
machinery that do the work that in 
the past look only muscle-power.” 

The port manager takes

great pride in two educational pro- 
jects recently adopted in Ashdod. 
The first, called Achva, is a kind of 
club-meeting room for off-duty 
workers, with periodic lectures and 
discussions on “classic” and current 
topics. Bui it is the second, Techila 
(Start) that pleases Davidi most. 
Sponsored by the Ministry of 
Education. Tcchila is in operation 
in about 60 places around the 
country. It aims to provide on-the- 
job educational training for- 
workers, providing some to gain 
skills and others to study more ad- 
vanced subjects. Davidi says the 
lowest-level course has produced 
the most exciting results. “We had a 
difficult time persuading some of 
the students ip join. But after com- 
pleting the first courses, many of 
them are really excited.” 

BITT THE FINAL chapter in the 
rapid development of Ashdod has 
yet to be written. Davidi sees two 
new projects providing new impetus 
for growth — the recent govern- 
' menl decision on building a grain 
silo there, and plans to establish a 
facility for off-loading coal to be 
used in the projected second power 
slution at Ashdod. It’s clear that he 
sees these innovations as part of 
Ashdod's steady march towards 
becoming Israel’s (op port — ahead 
of sisters Haifa \ind Eilat.
